| Satisfaction herein Me have Required) That the laid Contract made by the ſaid Commiſſioners of the 
Treaſury of Pur Late Dear Bꝛother is Good and Ualid in Law, and hath Continuance during the ſaid 

Thee Years, as Well fo: that Part of the ſaid Revenue which was G:anted to Our ſaid Dear B2other
